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The proposed amendments are not being entered because they raise new issues 
that would require further search and/or consideration, and they raise the issue of new 
matter. In particular, Applicant's proposed recitations that the active agent "consists 
essentially of 4-hydroxy tamoxifen, as in proposed amended claim 26, or "consists of 
4-hydroxy tamoxifen, as in proposed new claim 39, would have to be evaluated to 
determine whether they constitute new matter, and would also require a further search 
and consideration as the scope of the previously claimed subject matter is being 
changed.
